Lonpon, Ont., June 8—The inquest on 
the Victoria disaster was resumed this aft- 
ernoon at 8 o’clock. The hull was pumped 
out and floated up to the dock this forenoon 
for # thorough inspection. The Superin- 
tendent, George Parish, and Capt. Rankin 
were present at to-day’s inquiry. The evi- 
dence taken to-day was very important. 
Most clear testimony was offered by Mr. 
English, a well-known machinist. He said 
the crowd on both upper and lower decks 
was so great that more could not get on. He 
was in the bow on the lower deck, 
and saw that it was covered 
with water to the depth of six inches, which 
constantly increased. He once said to a 
deck-hand that the crowd was either coming 
forward or that the water was gaining in the 
hold. The boat was steadily sinking. She 
seemed to be waterlogged. It was his firm 
opinion that she sunk by reason of the water 
in the hold. 

Harriet Eva Smith wason board of the Vic- 
toria on the ill-fated trip.

The great number of oil-paintings in the 
market of late years, and the low prices at 
which they are sometimes sold at auction 
and by itinerant venders, naturally suggest 
the existence of some method of manufact- 
ure which will produce such works of art 
with more than ordinary rapidity. Yet the 
public have no idea of the proportions which 
the business has assumed or of the 
ingenious processes which are employed in 
connection with it.

vation, was not chiefly composed of Govern- 
| ors, Congressmen, Assemblymen,

men, Sheriffs, County Treasurers, Justices of 
the Peace, Constables, etc.,—of men who hold 


these and other “places” and want to keep 


them, of mén who are aspirants for these and 
other places,“ and of their blowers 
and strikers, who blow and strike for 
pay in money or in smaller places“ prom- 
ised by those who strive for the higher 
“places.” The National machine com- 
posed of scores of little machines.“ The 
Boss of the little machine, which may have 
jurisdiction over a county, is Sheriff, or a 
candidate for Sheriff, perhaps. His Boss is a 
Congressman, the Congressman’s Boss is the 
Governor of a State, and the Governor’s Boss 
is a great Senator who aspires to the Presi- 
dency. As à rule, these Bosses are in the 
pay of the Government, and the theory of 
machine politics is, that it is one of their 
chief duties to organize the political party 
to which they belong, and keep it organ- 
ized, for victory! It is impossible to 
conceive of a more eruel travesty on 
popular government.

The facts in the case are these: 

1. Judge Robertson, asa delegate to the 
Chieago Convention which nominated Gar- 
field, did not violate any pledges. Mr. 
Conkling’s friends beg the whole question 
when they assume anything of the kind. 
They got the statement from Mr. Conkling’s 
letter to Gov. Cornell accompanying the for- 
mer’s resignation of His Senatorship. There 
is no truth in it. Judge Robertson was one 
of twenty-two delegates from the State of 
New York who claimed the right to repre- 
sent their district constituencies in spite of 
the rule which Mr. Conkling had im- 
posed upon the State Convention requir 
ing all the delegates from that State to 
vote as a unit in any way the majority (or, 
more accurately, Mr. Conkling) might dic- 
tate. Robertson felt his obligation to the 
constituency he represented, and not to some 
other constituency which Conkling had 
manipulated. The most solemn pledge he 
was under was to voice faithfully the senti- 
ment of his district. Nevertheless, neither 
he nor his associates who felt as he did acted 
entirely upon their own responsibility. The 
question of their fealty wu submitted to the 
Convention: The issue formed the most im- 
portant incident of the proceedings: It was 
decided, after elaborate discussion, in favor 
of district representation, and the Conven- 
tion thus relieved him and others of niere 
personal accountability. The New York 
State Convention had decided in favor of 
the unit rule, but the National Convention 
decided in favor of the district rule. The 
National Convention held at Cincinnati four 
years before had likewise ruled in favor of 
district representation. Judge Robertson 
obeyed the decision of two National Conven- 
tions rather than that of one State Conver 
tion in a National issue. He could not have 
had a higher authority for the course he 


took. 

2. Indirectly, of cowsse, Robertson aided 
the nomination of Garfield, because he and 
the others whom the Convention absolved 
from submission to State instructions and 
the unit rule prevented the nomination of 
the third-term candidate. Had Robertson 
and others like him gore into the Conven- 


yielded to the dictation of the Bosses,“ 
neither Garfield nor anybody else save Grant 
could have been nominated. But probably 
the nomination of Garfield was as remote an 


the contemplation of everybody else, except, 
possibly, the single delegate from Pennsyl- 
vania who voted for Garfield from the first. 
Garfield himself probably had no idea that 
lightning would strike him. He became the 
compromise candidate of the district ¢le- 
gates who had been variously urging the 
nomination of Blaine, Sherman, Washburne, 
Edmunds, and Windom. The compromise 
was acceptable not only to the majority, but 
apparently to the minority, since it was Conk- 
ling himself who moved to make the nomi- 
nation unanimous. 

So far as it is intended to convey an Infer- 
ence that Robertson was appointed Collector 
of New York as a reward for his treachery, 
there is no warrant for such an inference, 
There was no treachery on his part, and the 
assignment of an office to him cannot proper- 
ly be regarded as any more a reward than 
the assignment of an office to any other 
prominént and capable man who aided the 
election of Garfigid. Roperstson is a repré 
sentative man of that large class of Repub- 
licans in New York who successfully eon- 
tended for the right of district representa- 
tion. President Garfield had already given 
Offices to many representatives of another 
class Who tnsuceessfully fou ght the right of 
district representation.

The law gives u right to a chang® of venue 


not Only because of the prejudice and hostil- 


ity ot the Judges, but also because of the 
prejudice and hos.ttity of the general pub- 
lic to an extent that would make it impossi- 
ble for the accused to obtain a fair trial in 
this community. Applications have been 
made in past times for a change of venue on 
the ground of popular prejudice and hatred, 
but experience has sh een that changes of 
that kſud are not altogether safe. Several 
prisoners charged with high crimes have 
had their cases removed to other counties, 
and havé found that juries seleeted from 
rural districts take afar more serious view 
of the necessity of convicting guilty persons 
than do juries ir thiscity. Moreover, the 
selection of juries has become one of the 
most important branches of the professional 
practice in criminal cawes.. The science and 
ability displayed in securing,a jury that will 
acquitan innocent man jas ceased to com- 
mand any special regarct; the professional 
talent which commands the highest fees and 
the greatest fame in crimimal circles is that 
which secures a jury not org: \nkzed to acquit, 
but constituted not to convict. 

A disagreement ‘of a jury no longer is ac- 
cepted as an indieation that the case was a 
doubtful one: In these days of the most 
literal. construction of statutes and of the 
rules ef evidence, no innocent juan stands 
in serious danger ot a conviction, and juries 
nowadays permit doubts to influence acq uit- 
tals, and never to induce convictions or dis- 
agreements, The fact that a jury fails to 
agree where the case is clear is a testi mon lal 
in favor of the ability Which marked the 
scrutiny under which the jury was selected 
and the providential' wisdom of the officer 
executing the venire. 

Between the act of legislation limiting 
the exclusion of Judges because of alleged 
prejudice: and the unpopularity of rural 
juries, the ordinary means of delaying crim- 
inal trials in this county is likely to be some- 
what restrieted. The singular fact is now 
to be witnessed in this county of four State 
Criminal Courts: being in operation at the 
same time, while the United States District 
Court is also trying a criminal docket.

ROBERTSON AND MERRITT. 

There is evidently considerable misappre- 
hension in regard to tiie substitution of 
Judge Robertson for Mr. Merrittas Collector 
at New York.

Merritt, the former incumbent. Mr. Merritt 
was appointed in the first instance in the 
face of Conkling’s opposition,—an opposition 
which he did not abate at any time. Hence, 
had Merritt been removed, Conkling would 
have deen estopped from maki any ef- 
fectual protest. It would be absurd if Conk- 
ling had resigned his Senatorship because 
some man had been removed whose appoint- 
ment he had opposed. Moreover, it was 
Conkling who first su the transfer of 
Mr. Merritt to the foreign diplomatic or 
consular service with the purpose of having

2. Merritt’s four years’ term of service had 
not expired, but there was no infraction of 
the Tennre-of-Office act nor of the spirit of 
Civil-Service reform (which that act was by 
no means d to promote), beeause 
Merritt desired the ehange that was made. 
That Mr. Conkliig was caught In his own 
trap, as explained ia the foregoing para- 
graph, did not affect the right of the Presi- 
dent to act as he did.

OBITUARY. 


HENRI VIEUXTEMPS, 
New York Times, June 7. 

Henri Vieuxtemps, the celebrated Belgian 
violinist and composer, was born at Verviers 
on the 2th of February, 1890, and was the 
son of an old soldier and tuner of musical 
instruments. At a very early age he dis- 
played remarkable musical talents, and his 
precocity in this direction attracted the at- 
tention of an amateur, who undertook to ed- 
ucate him, and piaced him under the care 
of M. Leclou, Professor of Music. At 
the age of 8 years Vieuxtemps played in 
public in several Belgian towns, and De 
Bériot, who was amazed at the boy’s talents. 
gave him lessons for several months. Later 
on, he became a pupil also of Reicha. The 
greater part of his life was spent in a series 
of travels over Europe, studying and giving 
exhibitions of his marvelous skill. 
he visited Paris, where he played, and was 
received with thunders of applause. He 
was the musical lion of the day, and his so- 
ciety was much sought after by the best 
classes. The following year he went to 
Vienna, where the same cordial reception 
was given him. When he visited London, 
however, the people were not able to appre- 
elate his talent, and he did not meet 
with an immediate success; but new achieve- 
mentsin Pa Vienna, and Brussels awak- 
ened even the English public to a sense of his 
artistic ability. Du his continued travel-

CORK LOOSE. 


Special Ouble. 
Lonpon, June 8.—Private dispatches from 
Cork say intense excitement prevails in the 
elt and throughout the county. The tenants 
on the large estates, notably those of the 
Earl of Bantry, the Duke of Devonshire, 
Lord Kenmare, Sir George. Calthurst, Lord 
Fermoy, the Earl of Cork, and the Earl of 
Egmont, and on the Countess of Kingston’s 
estates at Mitchelistown, are said to have 
canspired to make a general strike. ‘The 
League branches are very active“ and armed 
resistance is openly preached. Lieut.- 
Gen. Hamilton, the officet commanding 
the Cork District, has asked for 
more troops, and the detachments 
at Fermoy, at Mallow, at Buttevant, and 
elsewhere, will be reinforce at once, The 
Third Dragoons at Ballincollig have been 
split up into half-troops and scattered all 
over the country. 


THE FORTS

Special trains 
later in the day brought more troops from 
Fermoy and Cork, and large drafts of con- 
stabulary from the outlying barracks. 
THE PRIESTS, NUMBERING NEARLY FIFTY, 
stood between the military and the mob. At 


2p. m. an attack was made on the branch of 


the Munster Bank, stones being flang through 
the windows. This was done apparently 
out of pure mischief, as no attempt was 
made to batter down the door or 
enter the building.

Quietness having been re- 
stored at Skibbareen, 100 troops were about 
to quit the town, when the rails were found 
torn up.

REDUCED RATES. 

In accordance with instructions received 
from Commissioner Fink yesterday, the Gen- 
eral Freight Agents of the roads leading east 
from this city held a meeting yesterday 
morning and reduced east-bound rates on the 
basis of W cents per 100 pounds on 
grain from Chicago to New York. The re- 
duction is on seventh, eighth, and ninth 
classes, which include grain, provisions, and 
bulk meats. The new tariff will be as fol- 
lows: 

From Chicago to— 


Commissioner Fink, in announcing the re- 
duction, which he says was made at the re- 
quest of the New York Central, states that 
these rates can be restored again to old fig- 
ures without requiring the usual ten days’ 
notice. There is not the least probability, 
however, that the rates will be advanced 
again this summer. The game practiced 
when the rates were suddenly restored in 
May cannot be repeated now, for the roads 
will not be able this time to secure large 
contracts at the new rates, as shippers 
contemplate a still further reduction 
before many days have passed. 
The lake rates are so low now 
that even at the new rail rates shippers will und 
it much to their advantage to ship by lake. It 
is well known that large contracts have been 
made by some of the roads iately as low as 18 
cents per 100 on grain, Chicago to New York. 
The New York Central, it is stated, demanded 
that the rates should be reduced to that figure, 
or at least to 20 cents per 100 pounds, but Com- 
missioner Fink thought it would be best to make 

experiment with the 25-cent rate, and, if 
this would not work, the rates could then be re- 
duced still more. Everything indicates that the 
rvuads will not be able to increase their tonnage 
very materially at the 25-cent rate, and, as 
soon as they become aware of this fact, 
further cutting will be indulged in, as 
the Vanderbilt lines, which have lately run 
rather behind in their tonnage will not allow 
themselves to be taken at a disadvantage very 
long by rival lines. 
outlook is anything but encouraging to 
the Eastern lines. y bave not only to meet 
avery active competition by lake, but the Mis- 
sissippi barge lines are also diverting a great 
deal of business from them.

Mr. Edwin Lee Brown, of the Amer- 
ican Humane Society, lectu in Fairbank Halli 
last evening on “ Cruelty to Animals in Tran- 
sit. He was introduced by Mr. Ferd Peck, who 
said the subject was one of Vast and far-reach- 
ing public importance, not only from humane 
considerations, but on accongt of its saditary 
influence upon the welfare of the whole people.

Views of Mr. Steel Who Built the Last of 
the Lake Tunnels.

MAYOR HARRISON’S CRIB. 

Mayor Harrison yesterday bad a talk with a 
venerable gentleman named Baldwin. who bas 
quite original ideas in regard to the extension of 
the water system.. The Mayor stated that his 
ideas of a plan fora crib differed materially 
from those advanced by Mr. Bramhall. for what 
he calls the Aqua- port. Mr. Harrison would 
bave no top-structure to his crib. Forinstance: 
He proposes to buillda double-crib, the upper 
portion being locked firmly ta the lower struct- 
ure. He will have the lower part anywhere 
from fiifteen to twenty feet in depth. When 
these two parts are firmly set together he will 
have them floated out to any distance 
which may be desired, and then fill the lower 
part with concrete, keeping the upper filled with 
stone so as to go down with the regen — 

ually together until the lower c as- 
ean g its place and is resting solid witb its fill- 
ing of concrete. He will then unload the stone 
from bis upper crib, laying them around the 
concrete-filled portion, thus forming a protec- 
tion. He then unlocks the upper section, al- 
lowing it to float away. In the centre of bis 
permenent structure he has an inlet gate, which 
he chains toa buoy lymg near by in the lake. 
Whenever it is desired to close the gate 
it can de dropped from the chain 


at the buoy, and the pressure of the water will 
keep down the gate. It can be raised in the 


same manner. 
Such a structure, Mr. Harrison holds, eight, 


miles out in the lake, in sixty feet of water.. 
would be out of the way of all ice-fields and 
anchor ice, and winter would not affect it. It 
would require no one to remain out there in 
winter, and no great expense for maintenance. 
The present Crib was endangered several times 
last winter, when it was so shaken by ice-fields 
that water was thrown out of a pail in 
the kitchen, and the tins and pans 
thrown from the stove. The crushing 


power of one of those immense ice- 


fields was simply hensibie The 


Mayor bas not said much about it before be- 
cause he didn’t want to alarm the public. 

The Mayor says further that by bis blau there 
can be obtained pure, cleay,and coid water, free 
and without danger of sewage contamination. 
die maintains that much colder water can be ob- 
tained at a depth of forty or fifty feet than at 
a fewfeet below the surface. e objects to 
go because he thinks that there ‘the 
water would not be out of reach of the ice- 
fle 


ids. 

Mr. Cregier, of course, holds to his land -tunnel 
system, and to going up north for water, where 
be believes the city can get beyond the line of 
Chicago sewage, and where sixty feet in depth 
of water can had less than half a mile from 
shore. Mr. Cregier would not say whether water 
was purer near the bottom than it was at the 
surface.

rned they were not at all narrowed 
or made smaller dy the cross-beams or rods to 
strengthen the structure. There was only a 
three-incn bolt inserted running through each 
inlet, which certainly did not impede the flow of 


water.

If the warnings given by Tus Tris- 
ung four years ago had not heeded by the 
then city authorities, there would now be no 
crib. The repairs then made upon the rick 
structure put it in such condition that it 
has been able pull through four more 
winters. Whether it could s as 
severe as the last one is questionable. It was 
badly located, to begin wi It was put upon a 
side-bili. The waves have cut under it on one 
‘side, and vartly undermined it. On another a 
hill of earth bas been heaped up which bas 
partly covered one of the iniets, and it is prob- 
able that refuse matter, passmg down the shaft. 
bas obstructed, to a certain extent, the crib end 
of the old tunnel. Notwithstanding Mr. Cre- 
gier’s statement, the other two iniets have been 
£0 warrowed by the means

of July and August generally affords to see that 
a thorough investigation of theCrib is made and 
the necessary repairs executed. 


A PRACTICAL MAN, 

Mr. James Steel, who with Mr. McMahon con- 
structed the last of the two existing Crib tua- 
nels, was interrogated last night as to his opin- 
ion of Mr. Bramhall's proposition to construct a 
new crib seven miles further out in the lake, 
or nine miles from shore, and connect it with 
the two tunneis now in use by extending them 
to the proposed new crib. On the whole, Mr. 
Steel approves of Mr. Bramhall's plans and 
figures, but differs with him as to details. He 
said that the estimated cost of the proposed 
new crib, $1,000,000, was certainly high enough, 
if not too high The crib should. 
be as large and as solidiy-built as suggested by 
Mr. Bramhall, and would prove an expensive

Possibly it may all be true, but it is 
so entirely different from my observation and 
experience that I don’t believe one word of it. 
This whole Northwestern country is

I wish only to add thatif “ Skylight” is serious 
about this water he will find four or five bottles 
of matter in the safe at the office of the Secre- 
tary of the Department of Public Works, which 
I think Dr. De Wolf will cheerfully analyze for 
bis benétit.

This 
question of tunneling six, seven, or eight miles 
has been so fully demonstrated that it is not 
worth while spending any time discussing it. 
The only question is to raise the money, build 
aquaport, ané plant it out directly seven miles 
due northeast before the old crib to pieces. 
It can be done just as easily as to build those 
tunheis, if we have the money to do it with. 

If the water is pure and good at ten feet in 
depth, I think it will lose none of its purity and 
chillineas if we wo fifty feet in depth. 1 think 
this ten feet business or has been pretty 
well demonstrated in the past six months, so 
that this question needs no time spent in dis- 
cussing it. As to the mistakes or miscaicula- 
tions about the figures, I think there is no mis- 
take about it. However, we will look all over 
again carefully to satisfy the gentleman, and if 
we can’t we will call in the doctors.

Reduction in Trunk Line Pool 
Rates Crop Prospects. 


Pullman and the Rumored Scrip Dividend 
—Finances in Chicago.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were not very active. Efforts were 
again made to depress the entire list, but they 
were not remarkably successful. Sustaining 
orders behind the Gould stocks were said to be 
a main cause of the resistance of the market, 
but as a matter of fact very littie stock has been 
shaken out io any quarter by the recent demon- 
strations. Manipulation of the money market 
was tried again, but the rate did not go above 
4 percent. Toward the close the market grew 
better 


Besides manipulating the money market, the 
bears ostentatiously soid stocks below the mar- 
ket, seller 60. This had very little effect. New 
York advices describe the bears as very con- 
fident. 

Reports were again circulated that Texas 
Pacific and Missouri Pacific were to be amaiga- 
mated or consolidated. This is to be on the basis 
of an exchange of six shares of the former for 
five shares of the latter. At this rate the Gould 
party calculate that Texas Pacific should sell at 
9. The Stock Exchange was notified yesterday 
afternoon by the Texas Pawvific Company that 
its ca pital stock was to be increased 90 per cent. 

Commissioner Fink's announcement in the 
press dispatches yesterday of a reduction of 5 
cents per 100 lbs in the trunk-line rates was a 
confession of the truth of Tun Tripune’s 
charges of several days ago that rates were be- 
ing cut. That the agreement about rates was 
being violated was first discuvered by this pa- 
per, and its announcement of the fact cailed out 
vehement deniais from Commissioner Fink, and 
Messrs. Vanderbilt and Jewett, of the Erie Road. 
There is no doubt that correspondence between 
Vanderbilt and Jewett, in which the former 
complained of rate-cutting by the Erie, did 
take place, although this, too, was denied by all 
the parties in interest. Commissioner Fink is 
now quoted as saying that it is probable that the 
trunk-line Presidents at their meeting this week 
will reduce rates 5 cents more, to 20 cents a hun- 
dred. This reduction is made necessary by the 
light railroad tonnage and the low water-rates. 

The Jersey Central-Pennsylvanvia-Wabash 
traffic arrangement reappeared in the stock 
market gossip. It was asserted that the Direct- 
ors of the Pennsylvania Road were to meet 
yesterday and direct the President to sign and 
close the contract. This it was that put up Wa- 
bash the day before, and it was advertised to 
advance Jersey Central yesterday, but did not 
do so to any remarkable extent. 

Keene was the principal seller of Erie through 
the German houses, 

Sage sold spreads on a few thousand shares of 
Lake Shore, 90 days, for IK per cent, at 126 and 
146. On Monday he sold puts on Lake sbore at 
125 for four months for 1 per cent. 

Foreign orders have falien away greatly, and 
heavy realizations are reported in Union Pacific 
and the trunk line shares. 

Two parties are always facing each other in 
the stock market, but the divergence of views 
was never so strong as now. On the one side are 
those who assert that the winter- wheat crop has 
been damaged at least one-third; that 
spring wheat will be at least 20 
per cent short; that the coun- 


try will have little or no surplus to export; that 


the period of gold inflation is at an end, and 
that we are on the eveof anexportof gold; 
that every possible influence that could be used 
for the stimulation of the market has been ex- 
hausted, and that a great decline is therefore 
morally certain. Equally positive are those on 
the other side, who asserton the bestof au- 
thority that north and west of Chicago the agri- 
cultural prospects were never finer than now. 
Kansas has an unparalled promise for 
both winter and spring wheat. In 
the other States south and east of the 
spring wheat country—that is, in M uri, Lili- 
nois, Indiana, Ohio, and Michigan—there will be 
two-thirds or three-fourths of a winter-wheat 
crop. The other products—rye, barley, etc.— 
promise a full yield. Hence the Northwestern 
roads, according to present indications, will 
have all the business they can do. The 
trunk lines will lose something from the short- 
age of the winter-wheat crop, but will also gain 
from the cther crops in the winter- wheat region 
and from the extra production of the nortb- 
western country. They admit that to a super- 
ficial eye the influences of. the stock 
market seem to be in favor of 
lower prices, but this is due to the efforts of 
sold-out bulls to replace the stocks they have 
parted with. They describe the market as very 
strong, liable to a slight decline and a heavy ad- 
vance. 

There are so many predictions of panic that 
old stagers begin to think stocks must be an un- 
commonly good purchase, if they are high. 

Hecent activity in the stocks and income 
bonds of the Columbus, Chicago & Indiana Cen- 
tral Railroad Company has beep ju anticipation 
of an expected confirmation by the United 
States Supreme Court of Judge Harian’s decis- 
ion affirming the liability of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company for the first-mortgage bonds. 
The earnings of the road have never yet sufficed 
to pay the interest on the first mortgage, to 
which alone the obligation of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company is restricted. 

Another scrip dividend was promised for 
Pullman by street talk, but there will be none. 

In Eugland. according to the Pall Mall Gazette, 
the situation in stocks is so unwholesome, so 
overstrained, that the least accident might 
cause it to snap; and it is not at all sure that the 
top-heavy fabric which the speculators have 
reared may not tumble of its own weight before 
many months are over. That at best it is a 
question of months only seems nearly certain, 
so far at least as many classes of stock are con- 
cerned. 

The New York Tribune of Tuesday says that 
despite the denials of the railway officials, which 
are so worded as to be general in their applica- 
tion rather than specific, the statement printed 
in this column Sunday that a communication 
was sent friday from the Central & Hudson 
Railroad office to the New York, Lake Erie & 
Western Railroad office relative to the cutting 
of rates on east-bound freight, isan absolute 
fact. Further, we may add that one of the first 
public results of the communication will be the 
issue within a few days of a call for a “ Presi- 
dents’ meeting.” It is also a fact that the Erie 
Nuilway bas been doing, not a large business, 
but nearly double that of the Central & Hudson 
Company in the delivery of grain at New York. 
By what method this was accomplished each 
reader may judge for himseit.

Pork and meats were quiet as usual, the 
former being dull. Wheat was nervous and 
active, with a good deal of buving and seliing 
on outside as well as local account. The chief 
point in the market was the heaviness of spot 
and June wheat,a good deal more being on 
sale than seemed to be wanted, and the shipping 
movement continues very slow, with a fair vol- 
ume of receipts. This tended to depress 
wheat futures.

Jobbers of staple and fancy groceries report a 
good business in progress. Both the city and 
country trade are ordering with fair liberality, 
and the daily sales reach a pretty large aggre- 
gate. Prices show positive strength, the tend- 
ency in the leading staples continuing upward. 
Sugars, coffees, and teas are specially strong. 
No noteworthy changes were developed in the 
dry-gouds market. A good seasonable business 
is in progres, and firmness prevails in most de- 
partments. Staple cottons occupy a decidedly 
strong position, the demand being larger for the 
time of year, while stocks, both in agents’ and 
distributors’ hands, are exceptionally light. 
Within the past ten days numerous changes— 
allinan upward direction—have been made in 
the quotations of bleached and brown sheet ing 
and shirtings, denims, and tickings. Dealers in 
dried fruits, fish, and canned goods had no 
changes to report. Butter was moving more 
freely, and was steadily held. Cheese remains 
dulfand heavy. There was a fair movement in 
olis at about steady figures. Coal was quoted 
dull. Only a light demand for pig-iron existed. 

Hay was atrifie stronger, dealers generally 
holding for higher prices. Broom-corn con- 
tinues active and strong for all descriptions. In 
drugs and chemicals a steady trade is noted, 
with no change in quotations. Eggs remain 
firm, seiling generally at lde perdoz. There is 
a fair movement in hides and wool, the former 
showing a little more strength. Grease and 
tallow are dull, with only a fitful trade at quota- 
tions. In green fruits there is a brisk trade, 
the demand in all descriptions keeping even 
pace with the supply. Dealers in hops report 
an active business for the season, principally in 
the medium grades, which form the bulk of the 
stock iu hand. Old potatoes are a little firmer, 
and really prime stock, which is scarce, still 
brings good figures. New potatoes are scarce, 
and sell at $5.00@6.00 per bri. Seeds were in- 
active for clover and timothy, the little trading 
in these kinds being in odd lots. Fiax-seed sold 
to some extent at $1.18. ‘There was a firmer 
feeling in Hungarian, and miilet sold at higher 
figures.

H. O. Goodrich, Esq., who has residea in Jersey 
County in this State for forty-one years, during 
twenty-eight of which he was agent for a well- 
known reaper firm, was on Change yesterday.

their contracts to pay for reapers, ote. 
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The lumber market, at the foot of Franklin 
street. where in years gone by there were often 
congregated a score and sometimes two score of 
vessels freigghted with the products of the Michi- 
gan pine forests, is a thing of the past, and 
seems fated never to see its like again. Of late 
years, and more generally this than during any

the purchasers may wish, and thus many 
of the old-time adjuncts of the mar- 
ket, more especiaily the intermediate small 
broker and the licensed inspector, have either 
found their occupations gone, or ure picking up 
a livelihood by dribtets where once they fed fat 
in their several spheres, The cargo market this 
year bas been strong with an upward tendency, 
and it is probably to the above-mentioned [fact 
more than to any other cause that this condition 
is due. Everything points to an active trade for 
the remainder of the year, and it is freely pre- 
dicted that the product to be delivered here 
during the season of navſxation will be no larger 
than that of last year, and will more probably 
fall short of the latter aggregate owing to the 
late opening of the carrying trade this spring.

G. W. Foote, of Calesburg, the Chairman. In 
the absence of other papers from this Bureau, 
he presented an ess prepared by himself bear- 
ing on the subject of “ Ground and Water Pol- 
lution.” He referred to the contiuued use of 
vaults, with which the soil of the country is 
honey-combed. They unpreguated the soil to 
such an extent that whey the gases were gen- 
erated the air became infec with pestilence 
and miasmatic exhalations. He believed that 
the perfection of sewerage could be attained 
only by utiliz properly. the natural streams 
of the country. eu that all rivers and 
streams be properly confined by walls or dykes, 
that the current may be used In the most con- 
venient and natural channels. This he believed 
to be the most effective system af disposing of

A special point to be insisted wax that the 
kitchen silo and refuse should in no 
cases hrown into the vaulté The 
dryer the vaults the less 4 ftarmful 
they have proved to be. Lime, carbolie acid, 
and other disinfectants are not of such vatue as 
generally supposed. They mitigate, but do not 
eliminate, the poison of the gases. The spaaker 
insisted on the necessity of cleaning vauiis at 
least yearly, but suggested the general use of 
earth closets as amore certain remedy for all 
the evils of vauits. He further advocated tre 
use of drawers of ashes to be used in ordinary 
vaults. The paper also referred to the ordinary 
filth of the streets, which should be at once re- 
moved; to the rotting plank sidewalks which 
are known to be prime factors in the dissemina- 
tion of disease, and to the cesspooils and poison- 
ous wells, which are only additional means of

of Dr. Sohn Harris, 4 as Louis, who said that 
the sewerage question is of the utmost impor- 
tance in connection with the health of the com- 
munity. The speaker referred to two systems 


of disposing of the offensive sewage. In 
addition to digging vauits and 4 


them systematically, ftlowmg water was 
greatly depended upon. In London he 
had found 100,000, gallons were daily 


dumped into the Thames, on the theory that the 
current would carry the matter seaward. This 
had proved not to be the case. A portion of the 
animal matter is carried off, but the river and 
its banks become polluted, and the question of 
disposition is still open. Companies had been 
formed to use the sewage for fertilizing pur- 
a, but they had only been partially success- 
ul, as this species of manure makes the land 
soft and boggy. By mixing with disinfectants, 
however, some success had been obtained. By 
mixing one bushel of quick-lime, four 
gallons of =coal-tar, and n varying 
quantity of magnesia with each 36,000,000 gal- 
lons of sewage while flowing, a successful ter- 
tuner bad been obtained. 

Dr. D. W. Foote was appointed Chairman of 
this Bureau for the ensuing year.

On the water being poured in, the cup fills grad- 
ually until the fluid reaches the infant's foot, 
when a miracie takes place. Out runs the wa- 
ter from a hole in the bottom of the cup under- 
neath Luchmee’s feet, but which does not ap- 
parently penetrate to the inside, and the stream 
never ceases for a moment until every drop is 
drained out. There is a small hoie in the side 
of the cup close to where the infant's foot 
touches the rim, but the oid thingis that al- 
though the water only commences to run out of 
the bottom of the cup when it reaches this 
orifice, the flow continues after the surface of 
the fluid has fallen below the only apparent exit 
from the cup.

The 
Mormon has as good a legal right to his religious 
belief and church worship as the Methodist or 
the Episcopalian has to his. All sects, however, 
must be under the law of the land. There must 
be no divided sovereignty.

In invoking the aid of Congress and the Ex- 
ecutive, it will be well to ask for one thing at a 
time. Polygamy, the central figure of Mormon- 
ism, is its chief abomination. The Supreme 
Court has indicated a needful remedy at the 
hands of Congress. Ask for 
whatever else is needed to 
the officers ot Utah to 
convict; and punish polygamy. Congress may 
be slow to act; it usuaily is. ormers are not 
always in Congress; great and wise ones but 
seldom. Keforms do not usually owe their 
origin to the intluence of the City of Washing- 
ton. Legisiators are conservative, The sover- 
eign of the United States is not in the Capitol, 
nor is he domiciled in the White House. The 
declarations of the campaign speaker are true, 
afterall. The sceptre is in the bands of the 
people. The residence of our sovereign is the 
home of the citizen. The ministers ulways at 

urt, and through whom he can always be 

ached, and to whom be always yields a ready 
response, are a free press, a free pulpit, anda 
free platform. Invoke the aid of these trusted 
servants, and when the sovereign speaks, Sen- 
ators, and Cabinets, and Congressmen will act, 
and stand not on the order of their acting, in 
haste to obey. 
THE STATUTE ASKED FOR WILL BE FORTH-

The subject of polygamy may come before 

Congress, broughi there upon questions growing 
out of the recent election of a delegate trom 
that Territory. No person, whether guilty of 
crime or not, can be excluded from the Senate 
or House of Representatives, by law, since the 
Constitution provides that Each house shall be 
the judge of the elections, returns, and qualifi- 
cations of its own members.“ 
Just how far Congress would deem it wise to 
earry the analo tween the elections, re- 
turns, and quali cations of a delegate, anda 
member of Congress, it is impossible to state. 

The act of 1850; organizing Utah as a Territo- 
ry, deciares chat the qualifications of voters at 
the first election shall be. Citizens of the United 
States.“ Woite males, 2] years of age and up- 
wards.” For ail subsequent elections the quali- 
fications are subject to the provisions of the 
Territorial Legisiature and the approval of Con- 

ress. 

All Mormons are not polygamists, and if those 
who practice it were disfranchised the election 
to Congress of a person guilty of that crime 
would be well nigh impossible. 

It is to be hoped that so barsh a remedy will 
not become necessary. We certainiy have a 
right to expect that the people of Utah will, 
under milder treatment, see the folly and 
treasonableness of maintaining very much 
longer

Inis was that the people of the United 
States were waking up to the fact that it would 
not settle itself,—the fatal mistake of the past. 
The policy of the Government bad been vacil- 
lat and cowaraly,—worse than nove at all. 
The Latter-Day Saints would give up the more 
offensive features of their system so soon 48 
they were convinced that the American people 
were in dead earnest that they should. 
Utah should remain a Territory until the evils 
were removed, because if the peculiar titu- 
tous of Mormonism once became installed be- 
bind the buiwark of State rights, like slavery, a 
bloody revolution would be necessary to eradi- 
cate it. He did not believe entirely in moral 
suasion as a means of settlement. The real 
remedy lay deeper. Legislation could check the 
spread of polygamy, and this in itself would be 
an important work in breaking up the power of 
the Mormon bierarchy—the work in hand. He 
had lived in Utah many years, and could not see 
one redeeming feature in the system. Its fruits 
were euvy, jealousy, beart-burnings, despair, 
family divisions; and it crushed the spirit out 
ot woman and the nobility out of man. With 
the exception of Abyssinia, ours was the only 
Christian nation on the face of the globe where 
polygamy was tolerated. Polygamy could be 
wiped out 

BY THE ENFORCEMENT OF THE LAW 

of 1862, with some amendments making polyg- 
amy a continuous offense, excluding Mormons 
from juries, and having less strict rules of evi- 
dence. But polygamy was not the top-root of 
Mormonism; it was simply one of the branches. 
Back of all was the doctrine of infallible priest- 
hood. Mormonism was the enemy of the fami- 
ly. Whatever touched the family touched the 
life of the Nation,-was an enemy 

the Christian religion. The Mormous aspir 
to rule the whole Rocky Mountain region, and 
were sending colonies and teachers into all the 
Territories. They bad no school system, and the 
free school was the entering wedge into their 
towns. From it would come the Sunday-school, 
which was the nucleus of the church. A begin- 
ning had been made under the auspices of the 
New West Education Society.

STATE REPORTS. 

The Superintendents and geueral missionaries 
were next given the floor. 

The Kev. Leroy Warren, of Michigan, gave an 
account of the work there. lu the southern bart 
of the State, where the missionaries had been 
since the organization of the Society, it 
was about finished up; but in the 
northern part it was still pressing. There 
were a goodiy number of churches,—only three 
States bad more, —but many of theu were very 
weak. In the last thirteen years 113 churches 
and 119 houses of wursbip had been organized, 
the total number beiug 20. 

The Kev. F. P. Doe, of Wisconsin, followed. 
He spoke of the influence of the four schools— 
home missionary products which had taught 
10,500 pupils, matriculated 750 graduates, and 
turnished 171 ministers and 40 forvigu mission- 
aries. [(Applause.) sre were 194 churches 
with 11.500 resident m@mbers, all but six or 
eight of which had once reveived missionary 
aid. There were also 180 houses of wor- 
ship. Sixty missionaries were commissioned, 
serving *6 churches and 64 outside sta- 
tions. The cost last year was $10,400, about 
half of which was contributed at home. 
Much aggressive work remamed to be done, 
especially toward Lake Superior, for which out- 
side aid would be needed. 

The Rev. L. H. Cobb, of Minnesota, Missionary 
Secretary. spoke for that State. There were 145 
churches, of which ninety-eight drew aid, and 
many of the others, though not self-sustaining, 
got along by yokinug together. The membership 
this year would be about 8,000. The contribu- 
tions for all purposes last year were over $15,000. 
Every member had given 80 cents for home 
missions. 

The Kev. Robert West, told what had been 
done in the Soutbwest—Missouri, Kansas, and 
Texas. Twelve years ago there were two Con- 
gregational churches, now there were seventy. 
in four years fourteen of them bad become 
self-supporting. The average additions of 
members last year were eight to a church. 
It had been thought that Congregationalism 
could not go Southwest, but that had proven to 
be untrue. In Arkansas there was ove church, 
and three churches and two meeting- houses in 
Texas. A great work was opening up ia the 
Southwest. 

INDIAN TERRITORY. 

Mr. West also spoke brietiy in regard to the lu- 
dian Territory, where there are five churcbes. 
The Indians exhibited great interest in education 
and the Gospel, and the bible rather than the 
bayouet wowld civilize them. 

The Rev. 8. D. West, of Kansas, said the first 
church was organized at Lawrence in 1854; now 
there were 200. of which seventeen were self- 
supporting, 117 being dependent on the Society. 
Fourteen of the sixty-five fields were without a 
minister, and money was needed to commence 
work in new counties. He referred to the pro- 
hibition amendment as a legitimate outgrowth 
of the Home Mission work, and urged agitation, 
in order that the running of railroad trains on 
Sunday might be stopped ali over the country. 

The Rev. Charles C. Creegan, ot Colorado, said 
that three years and there were but six churches 
in that field, but now there were twenty-eight 
in Colorado and two in New Mexico. Demands 
for help were made because the products of the 
mines did not belong to the people who lived 
there. He adverted to the grand work being 
done by the New West Education Commission. 

The Rev. B. Fay Mills, who has been at work 
inthe Black Hills, said the missionaries there 
couldn't feel that there was a great Church 
back of them,—that the greatest discourage- 
ment was lack of appreciation at the 
East. The proportion of church members there 
to population was 1 to 125. The people were 
fickle and indifferent, but there were five 
churches, and much good was bemgdone. At 
least fifteen men Were needed there. 

The Rev. Dr. Warren, of California, said the 
Society bad spent over $300,000 in Calitornia, 
Arizona, and Nevada. To show for it there was 
church property worth $12,000 more than $300,- 
6000, and work done in planting Christian institu- 
tions, in sustaining a pure Christian literature, 
and fostering educational interests. In twenty- 
nine vounties in California there were eighty- 
eight Congregational churches, all but seven 
the product of the Society; one in Nevada and 
one in Arizona. Te work in the flela had just 
begun. * 

THE NORTH PACIFiIc. ' 

The Rev. Mr. Bradford, who had been in Ore- 
gon, Washington, Idaho, and Alaska, spoke of 
them in the absence of the Superintendent. 
There were only 300,000 people in ali that terri- 
tory, but the population would number millions 
in tne future. in Oregon and Washington there 
were thirty-four Congregational churches, and 
one or two in Idaho. Stalwart, earnest men 
were wanted, and Oregon should be kept in view 
at the meetings of the Society. 

The Committee on Memorial recommended the 
adoption of the tollowing: 

“The American Home Missionary Society in 
National Anniversary assembled at Chicago 
June 8, 1881, having given earnest attention to 
the sad and fearful! problem which Mormonism 
presents, and believing that this system of so- 
called religion is equally in defiance of the laws 
of the Nadon, — | petition the Presi- 
dent, and the Senate and House of the Forty- 
seventh Congress to take prompt measures for 
the utter overthrow of this iniquitous combina- 
tion against social morality and against the Gov- 
erment of the land. 

Dr. Noble, who presented it, said the memorial 
of itself was of little account, and would receive 
little attention, but as an expression of public 
sentiment it might be of supreme moment, for 
in this country it was not Congress but public 
opinion that controlled legislation. |Applause.] 

The memorial was unanimously adopted.

Alleged Barbarous Treatment of Those 
in Indianapolis—The Citizens Take 
Hold of the Matter and Urge a Thor- 
ough Investigation of the Whole 
Matter. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 8.—Pursuant to 
the action of the citizens’ meeting yesterday 
to consider the management of the County 

Poor-House, the Committee met the Board 

of County Commissioners this morning and 

presented them with an elaborate petition, 
the specific charges of which are cruel treat- 
ment of the inmates of the Asylum by cruelly 
beating and whipping them with hands, 
sticks, clubs, and cowhides, and by kicking 
and dragging them about without regard to 
age, sex, or mental or physical condition; 
failure to furnish good and suflicient food, 
and the furnishing of bad, spoiled, diseased, 
and unwholesome food, and even such food in 
insufficient quantities; inlymg women dur 
ing and after confinement have not been sup- 
plied with sufficient food and drink of a 
proper quality for persons in their condition, 
and they have been neglected in respect to 
medical treatment and attention, and in re- 
spect to the proper attention and nursing, by 
reason whereof they and their new-born in- 
fants have suffered greatly and been greatly 
injured and damaged; that inmates of the 
Asylum, without just and reasonable causes, 
have been confined and imprisoned with- 
out authority and unlawfully for days 
and ~nights at a time in _  noisome, 
dark, and underground cells, where they 
have been cut off from every human comfort 
and denied the consolations of social inter- 
course, or right to communicate with 
their friends outside, and thereby taking the 
necessary steps to relieve themselves from 
the oppressive, cruel, dangerous, and crim- 

inal false imprisonment, and that such im- 

risonment has continued, in one case at 
east, for years under circumstances of filth 
and cruelty almost without a parallel in 
modern times and civilized lands. The Com- 
mittee demanded a thorough investigation of 
the charges, and in order the inmates 
might not be influenced in their testimony by 
fear or favor, demanded e temporary 
removal of the officers of the institution. The 
latter request was at first denied, but later in 
the day, after a very warm interview by the 
Committee, it was granted,and the Board 
elected the Hon. Jonathan W. Gordon as 
counsel to prosecute the charges on behalf of 
the Committee. The time has not yet been

SEAMEN’S WAGES. 

Judge Blodgett yesterday morning decided the 
admiralty case of Boulton against Moore, in- 
volving a question of interest as to seamen’s 
wages and other claims. The three libelants 
shipped on the schooner Zach Chandler, owned 
by the respondent, on the llth of November 
1880, from Chicago to Erie. The voyage usually 
takes eight or ning days, but, owing to the un- 
usually early winter, the vessel became clogged 
with ice, and, after over twelve days’ sailing, 
put into Escanaba, where shy was compelled to 
stay forthe winter. It wra admit by the 
seamen that it would have been impossible to 
complete the voyage that fall. The sailors wer 
to get $4 day, but no agroe ment was made as to 
the fare back to the port of shipment, or else- 
where. When the vessel reached Escanaba the 
Captain offered to pay che la day to the sea- 
men for the full time they had worked, but they 
declined to receive it, unless he also paid their 
fare back to the port of shipment. The Captain 
claimed thatthe dezention was owing to the 
peril of the sea, or the act of God, and not 
through any negbigence on his part, and, there - 
fore, that he was got liable for anything more 
than the mere Wies, that be could not earn 
his freight, though the violence of the winds 
and seas, and, not bay undertaken to be 
responsible fr such calamities, he should not 
be compelled to make good to them what the 
ice, storms, and winds bad lost them. They had 
earned mere wages from the vessel than if she 
had tinigued her voyage prosperously in the 
usual time, and, in the absence of an agreement 
on his part, he should not be compelled to pay 
theirfare. If they had wished to make him so 
liable, they should have made an express agree- 
meut to that effect. 

The Court held that, under the letter of the 
cortract, the Captain hada right, owing to the 
storms and cold weather, to discharge the men; 
but, under the circumstances, they were equita- 
bly entitled to their fare back to the port of 
shipment. It would be unreasonable for the 
men toinsist on staying on board the vessel 
under pay, until the voyage was completed in 
the spring, and the Captain was justified in dis- 
charging them. The voyage, however, was not 
rendreed impossible, but was only interrupted. 
The delay was a contingency which the Captain 
might and should have foreseen at such a time 
of year. The same point bad been raised be- 
fore, and decided by Judge Treat, in favor of 
the seamen’s claims, and the decree would 
therefore be in favor of the libelants for their 
wages from the time ot shipment up to their 
discharge, and their fare back to the port of
